In consequence of this, while 
the analy ses will be made free of 
charge, the cost of transportation of 
the vessels and the samples must be 
borne by those for whom the work is 
done. 
When analy se» are desired the m e th ­ 
od of procedure is for the health officer 
to communicate with the Chemical De­ 
partment of the Lniversity of Illinois, 
Champaign, 
Illinois, stating the cir­ 
cumstances calling for analy ses and the 
n miner of analy ses which will proba­ 
bly be required. 
The Univer-ity pro­ 
vide- proper ve-» **I» for the collection 
and transportation of the samples, and 
these, chemically clean, are » ent to 
tho» e for whom the analy ses are to be 
made, and are accompanied by full in­ 
structions concerning the method of 
collection and shipment.

required to fill out the blanks which 
accompany the vessels, which are cer- 
r '.eat* - concerning tfie condition of 
tii» * water and -urrounding» , at the 
time the » ample wa- taken.

tions. 
S tarting out w ith the statem ent 
tha t the civilized world is suffering 
from bank ruptcy, ruin and misery, ho 
claim ed that the one cause of this state 
of affairs is “ the great reduction in th© 
volume of m oney in the w orld incident 
to destroying silver as 
a money m e ta l.” 
The rest of his tw o hours' speech was 
devoted to an attem p t to show tha t free 
silver would D* a sufficient rem edy for 
all business and industrial ills. 
There is only one objection to the as­ 
sertion that the volume of m oney in the 
world has been greatly reduced by de­ 
stroying silver as a money m etal. 
It

not true, and G overnor A ltgeld is very 
ignorant of the question on w hich h»* 
assumes to teach the jtcoplo of Illinois 
if he does nr>t k now that it is not true 
The official figures show tha t not only 
has the actual value of m oney greatly 
increased d u ring fie* past 25 years, but 
the js r capita circulation also has in­ 
creased. 
E ngland, France, G erm any, 
A ustria and Russia, the leading com­ 
mercial nations of Europe, have added 
over 
$8 00,000,000 
to their 
stock of 
money d uring tha t period. 
T he United 
States lias increased its volum e of specie 
and bullion by over $ 
1,0 0 0, 0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in 
the same time,. 
Even the silver using 
countries of Asia and South America, 
as w ell as Mexico, have now fa r more 
money than in 1873. 
The w orld ’s pro­ 
duct ion of gold and silver is now more 
than $300,000,000 per year. 
Of this 
great, amount it is estim ated tha t less 
than one half is used in flu« arts, so that 
over 
$150,000,000 
is 
available 
for 
money. Of this at least $ 
100,000,000 is 
gold, of w hich the natural increase in 
ten years alone w ill he $ 
1,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 ,0 00. 
The alleged evil which Governor A lt­ 
geld wishes to 
cure by free coinage hav­ 
ing thus been proved to have no exist­ 
ence, it, follows 
that 
his rem edy is 
equally im aginary. 
The grounds on 
w hich he argues for the silver standard 
are only echoes of “ C oin’s Financial 
School,” w hich is even outdone in some 
respects. 
T hus h «1 says, 
“ For some 
years during and after the w ar we were 
on a p a p r basis, and our paper dollar 
was worth only 40 cents in gold, 
but 
our p» *ople prospem L ” If this prosper­ 
ity was the result of cheap paper 
m o ney , 
why floes not Governor A ltgeld 
adv o cate 
a return to fiat 40 cent or no cent paper 
dollars, instead « if stopping half way 
w ith 51 cent silver dollars? 
In closing his address ( lover nor A lt­ 
geld assort« *! that tho question of free 
coinage mount an issue Is'tween tin* gold 
standard and bimetallism .

The 25th of M arch is an im portant 
date both in the secular and religious 
calendars. 
It is the fir-t quarter flay in 
the year and as such comes hom e to 
most of us w ho have Lf fore our eyes the 
fear of paym ent < f rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving it. 
T he pay 
d a y s 
in E ngland have D« 11 arb itrarily fixed 
on Lady day, M idsum im r flay, M ichael­ 
mas day and Christina« day. Why? No- 
D>dy has bet n able to explain, unless it 
l»<* that, arriving, as tlmy do, near the 
m l of each quarter, such im portant 
» lays ¡.re better as rem inders of our duty 
to our landlord tha n any ordinary 8 0th 
r 31st of the m onth w ould be lik ely to 
be. 
But it is, * if course, as one of the 
great festivals dedicated to the V irgin 
fas its nam e, Lady day, or the old term, 
O ur L a d y’s day, im plies) tha t it has 
most im p rtance, being the anniversary 
of the day w hen th** angel G abriel an* 
11 » unced to the V irgin the m ystery of 
the incarnation. 
F ou r other dittos in 
the calendar share the honor of this t i ­ 
ll* — namely, Feb. 2, or the Purification; 
Ju ly 2, or tin* Visitation, to com m em ­ 
orate the visit paid by the V irgin M ary 
to her cousin Elizaht th (institu ted by 
Pope U rban VI in 138 3); Sept.- 8 , or 
the N ativity, and Dec. 
8, or the C on­ 
ception. 
But the 25th of March, or the A n­ 
nunciation, is most regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according to St. A u ­ 
gustine, of the great event to w hicli it 
owes its origin, ami tlu* institu tion of 
this festival dates from very early times, 
since St. A thanasius m ak es m ention of 
it in one » f His sermons. 
A n order of 
the P atriarch N icephorus having given 
permission to break the fast of L ent if 
the A nnunciation happ« ned to fall on 
tin* T hursday or F riday of Holy week , 
a council convened at Toledo in 656 to 
preserve tin* com plete observance of 
L e nta in I ordered the transference. f the 
holiday to tin* week preceding C hrist­ 
mas. Some of the eastern churches still 
follow this decree, hut the Syrians have 
fixed it 011 Dec. i and tin* A rm enians 
011 the 5th of Janu ary, w hile in the 
Latin church it lias r< sunn d its old 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
In 
the w estern church, if it should fall in 
the Easter fortnight, its ct lebrati-in is 
postponed until tin* second M onday fol­ 
low ing 1110 festival. 
Lady day of M arch has alw ays boon 
very highly observed in England. 
Tho 
synod of \W rre ster, 1240 A. 1 >., by one 
<»f its canons i Tbude all servile w ork 
upon it, ami this w as afterw ard con­ 
firmed by various provincial and dioc- 
t sail councils in all respects except ag­ 
ricu ltu ral labor. 
In Rome, in the early part of th© cen­ 
tury, the day us d to be celobratt d w ith 
great pom p and splendor. W e n ad that 
the w indow s w ere hung w ith crimson 
and yellow silk draperies and occupied 
by females in m >st 
gorgeous attire, 
w hile the churches w ere patrolled by 
the pope's horse guards in their splen­ 
did full dress uniforms, all of w hom 
w ore in their caps a sprig of m yrtle as 
a sign of rejoicing. Ik fore the service a 
procession appeared, preceded by anoth­ 
er detachm ent of the guards mounted 
fin black chargers, w ho rode forw ard to 
(dear tin* w ay to tin» sound of trum pet 
and th** beating of drums. T his m artial 
array was f< llowed by a bareheaded 
priest 011 a w hite mule, hearmgtht.* ]10Sf 
in a gold cup, at the sight of w hich ev­ 
erybody prostrated himself. 
The pope 
used form erly to ri It» on the w hite m ule 
himself, and nil the cardinals used to 
follow him in their magnificent robes 
of state, b u t as the em inentissim i were 
for the most part not very em inent 
horsemen they w ere generally fastened 
on lest they should tum ble off. 
It is not to be supposed tha t in this 
country the day w ould bo w ithou t its 
trad ition or sujierstitioii, so w e find that 
it w as considered a public m isfortune 
if Lady day fell on E aster day, and the 
mediicval couplet runs: 
When « » nr Lady falls in o ur Lo rd’s lap, 
Tlu*n England b* warn o f great mishap. 
No less than 13 saints figure 
111 the 
calendar 011 this day. 
Of these tw o 
Wert» ladies— St. D ula and St. Ida; one 
Irishm an, St. 
Cam m iu, abbot of Ims- 
k cltra, and tw o Englishm en, St. Alf- 
wolf, bidiop of Sherborne, and St. W il­ 
liam , tlu* child m artyr, of Norwich. 
In 
T he Calonuai of th© Anglican 
C hurch w e find a statem ent show ing 
how great in ancient times w as the ven­ 
eration for tin» V irgin in this e 
11 ntry. 
Fublished in 18,51, the hook states that 
no few er than 
2 ,1 2 0 churches 
were 
nam ed in her honor alone, besides 
102 
w here she was associated w ith some 
other saint. 
On the authority of the 
sam e work , pictorially the V irgin i-* 
nearly alw ays show n k neeling or "eat* d 
at * table reading. 
Of the great m asters of all countries 
and ag* s whose g* inns has been lavish­ 
ed 011 this them e it w ill be sufficient to 
m ention the brothers Van Eyck , Loeh- 
ner of Cologne, A lbert Duerer, A ndrea 
del isurto, Vasari, Louis am i A nnibal 
Carracci, Guido, Charles de la Fosse, 
L esueur and Murillo.

In the “ Annals of Remarkable Hap­ 
penings In Home” mention is made of 
14 different showers of blood, or blood
